Tho Bouthorn Mathodiat Mission is looatot in 
tha 8.E, part of this city noar tho Pu Gate, ‘Pho 
Northern and Southern Presbytertan and tho 
Baptist Missions are loeated in differout parts of 
the oity,, Persistent, ramours Lave como to us 
froma thoe to time during the pust two or thrao 
woeks that we wore to be burnt out and, record. 
ing.to tho rumours, threa differeut times were 
sot for tha purpose, Our Chinese teachers, 
scholars, sarvanta, &o, beoatas slurmed as the ru 
moury bagi more persistent and more definite 
tatil, on the 9th inst, the most ‘of thaw dacided 
to move ont and sagk a place of saffty ylswhoro, 
Up to. noon of that day the foreign misstouarios 
bad not thought it necessary to make any 
move, ax we could not believa from the evidance 
before us that any attack oa us. wax, seriously 
contemplated.
